preservation, we 
have adopted 
them. 
Steps Left Untaken 
But the steps we have taken in 
m ilitary science we have left un­ 
taken in other phases of the Cold 
War. We have nothing to com pare 
with the vicious curriculum of 
what old Com m unists call 
the 
Lenin School of Moscow. Two of 
the most brilliant alum ni are Ho 
Chi Minh, our adversary in South 
Viet Nam and Steve Nelson, a 
Communist party leader in this 
country'. In 1959 another Lenin 
School alumnus, the form er Red. 
Joseph 
Komfeder. 
gave 
testi­ 
mony to the Senate Internal Se­ 
curity committee 
a b o u t 
the 
school's activities, saying: 
“Only 50 years ago a group of 
ragged Russian intellectuals em ­ 
barked upon certain methods of 
fighting 
existing 
society 
from 
within . . . a method of infight­ 
ing . . . so effective that within 
a period of 40 years they w ere 
able to create an em pire of 900 
million . . . Joseph Stalin himself 
taught there; so did Trotsky . . . 
Bukarin . . 
and others” 
Communist m ethods are all too 
fam iliar in the seizures of E ast 
Europe, China and Southeast Asia. 
Kom ieder w arns against our try ­ 
ing any slavish im itation of these 
tactics, since the penetration of 
a closed society is a very different 
thing from the Communist inva­ 
sion of our free institutions. F o r 
several years Senator Mundt and 
others have introduced bills to es­ 
tablish a so-called Freedom Acad­ 
emy to study and reach counter­ 
measures by our side. Meanwhile, 
we have only the P eace Corps 


which, although in surprisingly 
good repute at the m oment, is 
subject to a general indictment 
recently made by Senator Dodd. 
He says; 
Realism Replaced 
. . we have allowed senti­ 
mentality to replace realism in 
the formulation of our national 
policies . . . a fuzzy emotionalism 
which 
approaches 
complicated 
problems either with the rapture 
of an ardent lover, or the indigna­ 
tion of a dragon slayer.” 
Dodd goes on to ridicule our 
silly absorp tion with plans for 
"peace " 
universal 
brotherhood 
and social reform. 
He blames 
American sentimentality for our 
early acceptance of C astro as a 
Robin Hood, for our foolish faith 
in the United Nations as the solv­ 
er of world problems, for our in­ 
ability to handle crim e and juve­ 
nile delinquency m atters at home, 
and for the terrible losses to 
World Communism abroad. 
Many events and m any prophets 
seem to be warning us that the 
hard line we have taken militarily 
in the jungles and the atmosphere 
is the line we should take in the 
entire struggle. 
We Americans 
seem 
to learn our lessons in 
toughness only by painful lessons. 
Maybe we do need a Freedom 
Academ y to m atch the Lenin 
School. Maybe our national char­ 
acter requires a hardening that 
will petrify the soft sentimentality. 
Anyhow, we d better pray that the 
next painful lesson stops some­ 
where short of catastrophe.
